D. D. Steven’s, Attending Physician at the Met- 
ropolitan and Hahnemann Hospital, New 
York City. Gives the Results of 
Wis lavestigation. 

The Times is favored with an ad- 
vance proof of a paper by D. D. 
Stevens, M. D., attending phys- 
ican to Metropolitan and Hahemann 
hospitals, New York, entitled 
“Scrap Tobacco a Menace to Public 
Health,” which will appear in the 
next number of the Medico-Legal 
Journal. The paper is decidedly 
interesting, especially to users of 
the weed and contains statements 
that are worthy of serious considera- 
tion. 

The Times agrees with Dr. 
Stevens that in view of the fact 
that practically onefourth of the 
human family (20,000,000 of the 
S0. 000,000 in the United States) 
are consumers of tobacco, it is the 
duty of those who feel some interest 
in the general welfare, to doall in 
their power to protect their fellow- 
men from all possible dangers in- 
volved in its consumption. 

All physiciaus who make a 
specialty of mouth and throat dis- 
cases have noted that in recent 
years there has been a marked in- 
crease in the number of persons thus 
alflicted and there is good reason to 
believe that a considerable propor- 
tion of this increase can be traced 
directiy to the use of microbe-laden 
tobacco and especially to the kind 
known as scrap tobacco. 

Dr. Stevens states thata few 
vears ago he made an exhaustive 
study or the whole subject of tobacco. 
In the course of his investigation 
he visited the great cigar factories 
not only of New York city, but 
those of the extreme Southern states, 
where cigarmakers from Cuba are 
emploved, and what he saw, con- 
vinced him that more stringents 
as governing the employment ot 
workmen should be adopted, which 
would compe! the owners to exer- 
cise greater care in keeping the raw 
materia] and the manufactured pro- 
duct free from contamination of 
every kind. 

In an extreme Southern state and 
adjacent sea islands he found that 
nearly 50 per cent of the cigar- 
makers were afflicted with tuber- 
culosis or syphilitic diseases. So 
far as he could learn, no attempt 
was being made to exclude from 
the factories men who ought to have 
been in the hospital. 

Dr, Stevens goes on to say: 

“What particularly disgusted me 
in the factories mentioned was the 
habit the cigarmakers have of put- 
ting the end of the cigar in the 
mouth when forming a tip. As 
a number of these workmen had 
mucous patches on their lips and 
others in an advanced stage of 
consumption, you can imagine the 
unsanitary condition of the cigars 
thev produced. 

“When you remember that the 
hacilli of the diseases with which 
these men are afflicted are deposited 
in the sputum upon the outssde 
wrapper and on the very end of the 
cigar that is taken into the mouth; 
that they are dislodged by the ac- 
tion of the saliva and find their 
way into every crack in the lips or 
any open sore in the interior of the 
mouth of the smoker and thus ob- 
tain direct entrance into the circu- 
lation, where they propagate with 
great rapidity, I think you will agree 
with me that smokers often run 
fearful risks. If they only appre- 
ciated the gravity of the situation, 
Jam sure thev would be more care- 
ful in the selection of their cigars, 
or at least use a holder in smoking 
tnem in order to prevent direct con- 
tact with the mucuous membranes 
of the mouth. 

In factories located in New York 
city and elsewhere in the North, con- 
ditions are a little better than they 
are in those of the South. While a 
smaller percentage of the cigar- 
makers is affiicted with communi- 
cable diseases, the majority are no 
more cleanlv in their habits than are 
the workmen of the South and of 
Cuba, 

“But if many dangers lurk in the 
ordinary cigars of commerce—and 
it makes little difference whether 
they cost five cents or twenty-five 
cents, whether they are domestic or 
imported— what shall I say of those 
found in serap tobacco, which is 
now sold in large quantities for 
chewing. for smoking and for mak- 
ing snuff?
